BLYTHE, Calif. (AP)—“Squat- 
ers, get off the federal govern­ 
ment’s land!’ 
That’s an official ultimatum to 
farmers along the sandy banks of 
the Colorado River. 
The Department of Interior has 
ordered some 150 farmers culti­ 
vating 27,000 acres of rich land 
between Hoover 
Dam 
and 
the 
Mexican border to get out. 
The department says the farm ­ 
ers have no business there, and 
it wants to develop a recreation 
area along the river which forms 
he boundary between Arizona and 
California. 
The farm ers claim the land but 
they don’t own it. 
They have banded together un 
der the name of Associated Farm ­ 
ers of the Lower Colorado River 
to fight for the far'* in the courts. 
They concede that the law is with 
the federal government but be 
lieve the moral issue is on their 
side. 
After all, 
they contend, 
their 
money and efforts have turned 
unused, brush-covered land into 
productive farms which enhance 
the economy of the area. 
The land was withdrawn from 
public entry by the Department 
of Interior in 1902. 
As the rampaging Colorado Riv­ 
er burst its banks in flood period­ 
ically, it changed its course, leav­ 
ing islands and shoreline high and 
dry. Then, with the building of 
Hoover, Davis and Parker dams, 
the river’s flow was regulated and 
more loamy land was exposed. 
Pioneers like William Y. Mur­ 
phy, now president of the Asso­ 
ciated 
Farm ers, 
moved in 
and 


started clearing 
the 
land of 
a 
jungle of salt cedars and willows. 
Murphy has been on the land 46 
years.

The land’s richness has attract­ 
ed big-scale farmers who raise 
cotton,

(AP) — Brushy 
Mountain prison officials reported 
today they have found 11 dyna­ 
mite booby traps in a prison coal

PROVING A THEORY 
It is 43 y ears since Albert Einstein ev o lv ­ 
ed his general theo ry o f relativ ity in an 
attempt to ex plain the structure o f the 
univ erse. 
When the theo ry was first adv anced, it 
wras po ssible to co unt o n the fingers o f o ne 
hand the number o f mathematicians who 
admitted they knew what Dr. Einstein was 
talking abo ut. Ev en fewer co uld challenge 
the theo ry with any degree o f autho rity . 
With the adv ance o f phy sical kno wledge 
dev elo ped a better understanding o f the 
Einstein theo ry , but it has y et to be firmly 
demo nstrated by ex periment. This Dr. Har­ 
o ld Ly o ns, a phy sicist, pro po ses to do with a 
30-po und ato mic clo ck to be placed in o rbit 
aro und the earth. 
The Natio nal Aero nautics and Space Ad­ 
ministratio n is co o perating o n the pro ject 
$200,000 wo rth. Dr. Ly o ns say s the clo ck’s 
accuracy will be within o ne seco nd in 1,000 
y ears. 
But what will the clo ck pro v e? This: If 
y o u co uld take a 20-y ear v acatio n trav el­ 
ing co nstantly in space at 18 6,000 miles a 
seco nd (the speed o f light) y o u wo uld find 
the earth millio ns o f y ears o lder at the end 
o f the trip. 
This is Einstein’s theo ry (we are to ld) re­ 
duced to its simplest terms. But, Dr. Ly o ns 
cautio ns, “ do n’t try to understand this o n 
the basis o f y o ur intuitio n o r ex perience. 
J ust accept this weird thing as an ex peri­ 
mental fact—the way that nature appears 
to wo rk” .
